It is appropriate to go into the public' 
records of candidates, for the light that! 
will shed on the principles they may be 
expected to exemplify in public o ffic e.! 
But it goes without saying, among intelli-’ 
gent citizens, that merely personal matters 
should be ignored. 
Yet it is doubtful whether the campaign 
will be, or can be, fought on such a high 
plane. 
Even though all of the presiden­ 
tial candidates desire it, their followers 
are not so likely to avoid the temptation 
of resorting to personalities. 
The average campagn speech, as every­ 
one knows, deals with personalities more 
than issues. 
And for this the campaigners 
are not altogether to blame. 
Politics is a! 
very human game. 
The public itself, be­ 
ing human, regards public men more as 
human beings than as embodiment of the 
principles they are supposed to represent. 
Feeling rather than deliberate thnking, 
.usually determines 
political 
campaigns.* 
Few citizens think abstractly about poli­ 
tics. 
The public as a whole 
feels 
and 
votes concertedly, for men it likes and 
i against men it dislikes. It will take long 
political exolution to get beyond that.

REFUND CHECKS ON 
INCOME PAYMENTS 


‘ 
Noah Crooks, Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the Sixth District of 
Missouri, stated that his office had 
begun to issue and 
mail 
out 
the 
checks for the refund of the 25 per 
cent rei^ucttion of Federal Income 
Taxes paid iii full for the year 1923, 
as provided by the Internal Revenue 
Act of 1924. 
This Act was signed by the Presi­ 
dent and became a law on June 2. 
1924. 
The fist checks covering re­ 
funds were mailed out August 4th. 
It was necessary to list nearly 20,- 
000 accounts, showing 
the 
names 
and addresses, serial number of re­ 
turns, full amount of tax paid and 
the one-fourth due to be refunded. 
These lists had to be forwarded to 
the Department at Washington for 
approval and returned for payment. 
when a like number of checks will 
be approved. 
Upon the passage of the Act, it 
was necessary for the Treasury De­ 
partment to provide and issue in­ 
structions as to the procedure for the 
sixty-five collection districts through 
out the United States. Upon receipt 
of 
preliminary 
instructions, 
Mr. 
Crooks stated that his office began 
immediately on this work, although 
the office was then burdened by the 
payment of the June 15th quarterly! 


tax, and that when final procedure 
had been determined and upon re­ 
c e p t of same on Monday June 30th, 
Immediately began a completion of 
the list, 
forwarding 
several 
hun­ 
dred items to the 
Department 
at 
Washington, 
daily. 
On 
Saturday, 
August 2nd, Washington returned 
the list with 
one 
thousand 
pay­ 
ments approved, which is now being 
refunded to the taxpayers.

count not paid in full will be com­ 
pleted by that time, that the taxpay­ 
ers may receive a correct bill for 
the September quarterly payment. 
Mr. Crooks is much pleased by 
the service given the taxpayers by 
the employees of hiB office and the 
Treasury Department.

preciate the effort required on the 
part of the Collector's office force 
to handle this matter so promptly, 
but in keeping with the desire of the

The 
map will show the location within 
each county of the 1,500 cooperative 
marketing associations, the 400 live 
stock shipping associations, nearly 
an equal number of produce ex­ 
changes, warehouses and stores, 275 
farmers elevators, more than IOO 
farmers mutual fire insurance com­ 
panies, 158 farm loan associations, 
almost IOO dairy and fruit marketing 
associations, and a score or more 
of 
commodity 
marketing 
associa­ 
tions, including tobacco, cotton, sun­ 
flowers, so” beans, milk and dairy 
products, 
vegetables, 
and 
many 
other minor commodity marketing 
associations, according to Harry C. 
Hensley, 
assistant 
specialist 
in 
marketing at the Missouri College of 
Agriculture. 
A thorough canvass of the state 
has been made to locate the various 
cooperative organzations now exist­ 
ing among farmers, Mr. Hensley 
says. 
The map prepared, of which 
the various features are described 
wholly by the use of seeds, Is one 
in which skill In design and taste 
in arrangement have been shown to 
a marked degree by those in charge 
of its construction.
